Peace Congress to get help against U.S 


PARIS (U PI)—Soviet Communist leader Leonid I Brezhnev sent a 
message of support to the Communist-sponsored World Peace 
Congress on Indochina today, pledging all possible help and support to 
the peoples of Indochina in their “ heroic struggle” against the united 
States. 
At the same time, the official Soviet news agency Tass accused the 
United States of trying to torpedo the Paris peace talks by refusing to 
attend next Thursday’s session in protest against the congress, which 
a U.S. spokesman called a meeting of a “lot of Communist agitators. ” 
Delegates from 75 countries, including actress Jane Fonda and 
Ronald L. Ridenhour, one of those who disclosed the My Lai massacre, 
were on hand for the congress, along with delegations from the Viet 


Cong, the Cambodian Khmer Rouge movement, the Pathet Lao in 
Laos and delegates from Hanoi. 
William J 
Porter, U.S. ambassador to the Vietnam talks, on 
Thursday postponed indefinitely the next session of the talks on 
grounds the three day congress being held in suburban Versailles 
violated the atmosphere of neutrality needed for the talks. 
Tass said the North Vietnamese delegation leader “ pointed to the 
absolutely groundless nature of the position taken by the American 
delegation that is again trying to torpedo the work of the conference 
that is called upon to explore the ways of a peaceful settlement of the 
Vietnam problem 
U.S. spokesman Stephen Ledogar said the congress was befouling 


the atmosphere of the talks. 


The French government in January refused a request from 
Washington to ban the congress. It said it was an indoor meeting which 
did not threaten any violence, so there were no grounds for canceling 
it. 


A spokesman for the 100 member U.S. delegation, headed by the 
Rev. James E. Groppi, militant pastor of St. Michael's Roman 
Catholic Church in Milwaukee; and Beulah Sanders, leader of the 
National Welfare Rights Association, said they were “very pleased” 
that the congress had already led to the postponement of the peace 
talks.

The commission learned from Fred Eggimann, assistant county parks 
director, that talks are continuing with Union Oil Co., owners of a large 
tract between Vandenberg Village and Vandenberg AFB The aim is to have 
the county lease the property at a nominal sum per year and have motor­ 
cyclists covered by county liability insurance. 


Commissioners were told that the Lompoc motorcycle club could not 
afford such insurance for a single area. 


The Lompoc Slo-Pokes club had gone before the commission recently in a 
futile endeavor to get a portion of a proposed new canvon park near Lompoc 
reserved for their use. County officials explained at that time that such use 
would conflict with group camping use planned for the small park, and also 
said such use would require renegotiation with the U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management as the federal bureau had agreed to sell the 29-acre parcel to 
the county for a nominal sum for camping use. 


Eggimann said Parks Commissioner Joe Gray had conferred w ith the oil 
company and it is felt the land will be made available, provided an under­ 
standing is reached that the company can get the land back without trouble 
when desired. It was reported Vandenberg AFB base "may have an eye on 
this property if it can get part of the space shuttle system” on the base. 
A short-term lease may be negotiated, said Eggimann 


Bad day 
for British 
troops 


BELFAST,

( UPI >—A homemade mine exploded 
under a British Army Land Rover 50 
miles south of Belfast Thursday, 
killing two soldiers and wounding 
two others. 
Two other soldiers were wounded 
earlier near Coalisland when an 
army vehicle touched off a booby 
trap An army spokesman said it 
was the worst day for military 
casualties in months in the troubled 
republic. 
The mine explosion occurred near 
Cullyhanna, about 50 miles south of 
Belfast and not far from the border 
with the Irish Republic. 
An army spokesman said the 
recent bombings in rural areas 
indicated a switch from the city to 
the country by extremists. The

AF sergeant 
faces espionage 


WASHINGTON (UPI> -T h e Air 
Force announced today a veteran 
master sergeant in the intelligence 
section of its air defense weapons 
center would be court-martialed on 
charges of attempted espionage. 
He is M Sgt. Walter T. Perkins, 
37, who has been in custody since 
Oct. 18 at Tyndall Air Force Base 
near Panama City, Fla. 
The Air Force said Perkins would 
be tried on charges of "unlawfully 
taking national defense information 
which could be to the advantage of a 
foreign country” —presumably the 
Soviet Union. 
He also is accused of making false 
statements about the destruction of 
c l a s s i f i e d 
d o c u m e n t s 
and 
attempting 
to deliver 
classified 
material “ to persons not authorized 
to have it. ” 
Defense Department sources, who 
declined to be identified, said the 
Air Force would try to prove that 
Perkins intended to pass secret 
material to an attache at the Soviet 
Embassy in Mexico City.

Asked about the report by a 
newsman at the Chelsea Hotel, 
Irving refused to comment but he 
said he very often hadn’t "the 
slightest idea what the newspapers 


are writing about.” 


"First of all, so much of what I 
read is sheer nonsense,” he said

Safety official to stay; to get 'new teeth' 


SACRAMENTO 
(DPI I—Gov 
Ronald 
Reagan has decided to keep the state s top 
safety official on the payroll and equip him 
with “ new teeth ' to protect California's 8 
1-2 million working men and women from 
on-the-job accidents. 


The Republican governor late Thursday 
rejected a Democratic demand that he fire 
William C. Hern, director of the state 
Department of Industrial Relations. 


Reagan acted after receiving a 25-page 
report 
prepared 
by 
a 
fact-finding 
committee 
chaired 
by 
Hern 
The 
committee investigated the state Division 
of Industrial Safety, which falls under 
Hern's jurisdiction. 


Democrats earlier had charged this 
investigative arrangement was “ like the 
fox guarding the hen house. " 


But 
the 
seven-member 
committee, 
composed of three management and three 
labor 
representatives, 
generally 
was 
critical of the division. The investigators 
found that the agency needed to be more 
efficiently organized, its employes better 
trained, its supervisors held more accoun­ 
table and its enforcement procedures 
made more consistent. 
One key recommendation endorsed by 
Reagan was that the state suspend or 
revoke the licenses of contractors who 
violate safety regulations. Another was 


that unsafe contractors be barred from 
bidding on state public works projects. 
The committee criticized “ the maze of 
uncertainty, ambiguity and complexity 
that has historically grown up with the 
elaborate (state) process for obtaining 
compliance" with safety regulations.

Long Beach may face state suit

Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post, who has challenged the propriety of some 
expenditures on the Queen Mary project, repeated his 
assertion that the city had spent 
"substantial“ 
amounts of its share of tidelands oil revenues on costs 
associated with commercial ventures. He said this 
was contrary to law. 


Witnesses, including representatives of the state 
Lands Commission and Attorney General Evelle 
Younger, said it is not now known how much money 
has been spent for what purposes because audits are 
incomplete. Everyone blamed everyone else for the 
situation 
Deputy Attorney General Warren J. Abbott said 
complex legal questions were involved and he was 
reluctant to file a suit, which he could do only if 
authorized by the three-member Lands Commission 
Both Brown and Assemblyman John Dunlap. D- 
Napa, however, demanded that the staff of the 
commission gather up all the audits completed so tar. 
determine if any money had been spent improperly 
and then file suit on that basis. 
“ When you know you ve got the shaft, you start 
doing something about it right away, 
Dunlap said 
“ You don't wait to see how long it hurts."

and Associates and one of the agency’s 


executives, Richard Hannah. 
Maheu. 54, a former World War 11 spy 
and once the best shot in the FBI, was the 
head of the multi million-dollar Hughes 
Empire of land, hotels, gambling casinos 
and other property in Nevada 
He was fired on Thanksgiving Day, 1970. 
when Hughes left his tightly guarded hotel 
suite in Las Vegas for another like it in the 
Bahamas. 
There have been numerous incidents in 
the Hughes-Maheu feud since then. Maheu 
also is suing Hughes for $50 million for 
breach of contract on the grounds he had an 
oral lifetime contract to work for Hughes 
Hannah, the Byoir agency and Hughes

Hughes—speaking from the Bahamas to 
newsmen in Los Angeles—broke his long 
seclusion to denounce as a fraud the book 
that author Clifford Irving had sold as 
Hughes' autobiography.

warned Hanoi the United 
States will not negotiate the 
surrender of South Vietnam 
and will make no further 
offers and concessions until 
the Communists respond to 
the peace plan he has put 
“ on the table. " 
Nixon 
also 
said 
that 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidates 
who 
have 
criticized his peace efforts 
may encourage Hanoi and 
the Viet Cong to delay any 
response 
until 
after 
the 
November elections. 
The President made his 
remarks 
at a 45-minute 
news conference in his Oval 
White House Office, the 
first he has held in three 
months. 
He 
sought 
to 
reassure President Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
that 
the 
administration would make 
no agreements with the 
Communists 
behind 
the 
South Vietnamese leader’s 
back. Nixon also announced 
that he would leave on his 
trip to China Feb. 17. 
Nixon 
disclosed 
the 
details on Jan. 25 of an 
eight-point peace plan he 
had put before negotiators 
in Paris. He has offered to 
withdraw 
all 
American 
troops from South Vietnam, 
but has balked at Hanoi’s 
demands that the United 
States abandon all support 
of the Thieu government. 
Nixon said he did not 
“ question the patriotism" 
of Democrats who have 
criticized his peace efforts. 
But he said he believed

statements in the light that

Vietnamese 
Communists) 
to continue the war. " 
The President also: 
—Said that his China trip

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Roberts arraigned 
on grand theft 


Marvin Roberts, 35, managing partner of Flag-Is-Up 
Farms, Santa Ynez Valley thoroughbred horse farm, was 
arraigned today in Superior Court on felony grand theft 
charges. 
Roberts' arraignment followed his indictment Thursday 
by the County Grand Jury on three counts of grand theft. 
The indictment stemmed from a complaint filed by 
Hastings Harcourt, multi-millionaire owner of Flag-Is-Up 
Farms, following sale of race horses and stud horses by 
Roberts. 
It is alleged that Roberts sold the horses at deflated 
prices to parties with whom he had an interest and to go- 
betweens who represented Roberts. 
Roberts was named in an indictment filed today with one 
count of grand theft in the sale of a stud horse, Gladwin, 
and 34 yearlings for $300,000, with Roberts allegedly telling 
Harcourt the sale had been for $40,000 less than the figure. 
Gladwin was reported to be worth perhaps $350,000 alone. 
The other two counts result from sale of other stud and 
race horses, including Ala Dancer for $90,000 and Veiled 
Wonder and Cherokee Arrow for $6,500. 
Roberts had been free on $50,000 bail following his arrest 
Jan. 25 by district attorney investigators on complaint of 
Harcourt.

However, the agreements “ contemplate 
that an agreement with the mechanics will 
be made,” said Airwest spokesman Lee 
Pitt 
The back-to-work agreements resulted 
from

tentative 
settlement 
reached 
Sunday in the eight-week strike by 570 
Airwest mechanics. 
The 
Aircraft 
Mechanics 
Fraternal 
Association has refused to send the rank 
and file copies of the contract. 


The union said the company was refusing 
to call back all the mechanics and cleaners 
at once and this was unacceptable. 
An 
Airwest 
spokesman 
said 
the 
company's 387 pilots and 365 hostesses will 
be recalled in phases until the airline has 
returned to its full flight schedule. 
Earlier Thursday in Washington DC., 
John J. O’Donnell, president of the pilots’ 
group, said full resumption of service 
depends on final settlement by March 2 in 
the dispute between Hughes and the 
mechanics. 
He said 90 of Airwest’s pilots would 
report for flight qualification Feb. 16 and 
the rest returning March 2.

Giorgi, 
citing higher taxes, asked 
an increase from $250 per 
year to $4,800 based on a 
new $60,000 appraisal of 
land and falls rented by the 
county.

responded with an offer of 
$600 a year, and there the 
matter has languished.

District Supervisor Daniel 
G. Grant to arrange a new 
settlement offer, but Grant 
seemingly has been unable 
to break the impasse at this 
point.

DEAR POLLY—To correct the common problem of 
too-tight contour sheets, rip off the binding from opposite 
corners (upper right, lower left) that joins the sides and 
ends of the sheet. Rebind or hem these edges separately 
and then use a seven-inch piece of Ye-inch elastic to join 
these ends. No more struggling.—RUTH 


DEAR POLLY—When knitting a sweater, it is much 
easier to make the sleeves identical in size, shape and 
color by using the following method: Cast on the re­ 
quired number of stitches for one sleeve. With another 
ball of yarn (same color) and on the same needle cast 
on stitches for the other sleeve. Proceed as usual, doing 
a row on one sleeve and then a row on the other. Always 
be sure to knit with the correct ball for each sleeve. 
Decreasing and increasing and/or changing colors are 
completed in both sleeves at one time. This method 
may also be used for making other articles that should 
be identical, such as mittens, socks and so on that are 
knitted on two needles.—ISABELLA 


Polly's Problem 
DEAR POLLY—When our dining room chair 
seats were re-covered there was some naugahyde 
left over and I would like to use it to make a pad 
for a maple high chair. How does one go about 
doing this? The naugahyde is stapled on our chair 
seats but I know this would not work on a pad. Is

Skip is a rare subspecies, a 
supporter of the Los Angeles Kings 
hockey team He has to be the most 
mobile fan of any kind in the 
Lompoc Valley. Every time the 
Kings skate into action at the Forum 
in Inglewood, during the week. Skip 
is there. 
The 
round 
trip, 
Lompoc-to-

If the merger proposal is 
turned down, then Congress 
could eventually act to dis­ 
solve the current monopolies 
of major league baseball and 
the N a t i o n a l F o o t b a l l 
League. 
If a merger is sanctioned, 
then. Bradley believes, there 
will have to be either an 
elimination or a revision of 
the reserve clause. Now. the 
reserve clause binds a player 
to a team until the team de 
cides to trade, sell or release 
him. 
But in football, a player 
may join another team after 
playing out his option. How­ 
ever, commissioner Pete Ro- 
zelle then d ec ide s which 
player tor players) the new 
team must send to the old 
team in what he deems a 
fair trade. This discourages 
one team from purchasing 
the contract of the “option" 
player. The new team may 
be leery of getting an unfa­ 
vorable trade. If the merger 
goes through with the bas­ 
ketball teams, the NBA play­ 
ers feel their rights to bar­ 
gain individually will be 
sorely impaired. (And no 
longer would a Joe Caldwell 
or Zelmo B e a t y have an 
o p p o r t u n i t y to “ jump” 
leagues. > 
The owners say they must 
have the merger because, 
they contend, they are losing 
money (though this is highly 
questionable, what with tax 
write-offs and player depre­ 
ciations. and so forth >. 
“And what if they are los­ 
ing money?" asked Bradley. 
They are in business. Busi­ 
nessmen must do the best 
they can to make things go. 
But restricting the right of 
a player is totally against 
the American system of free 
enterprise and open compe­ 
tition 


And why are the teams 
losing money, if they really 
are9 
" Be c aus e the owners 
themselves have created the 
situation, 
he said. “They 
got into the bidding war of 
offering million-dollar deals 


to players. I think that’ll 
change. There will be no 
more Artis Gilmore-type 
contracts. The owners are 
going through a resurgence 


of the businessmen's side 
over the sportsmen’s side." 
Also, believes B r a d 1 e y, 
teams that in fact lose 
money do so often because 
of bad management, and be­ 
cause of a competing league. 
Owners also say that there 
will be chaos if players are 
allowed to jump from one 
team to another whenever 
they want, and that the rich 
would get richer. 
“ I don’t think either is 
true,” said Bradley. “ Why 
would a man who is estab­ 
lished in one city, who has 
a family and growing busi­ 
ness interests and sense of 
community in one city, want 
to change? Why would Jerry 
West, for example, want to 
come to New York9 Also, 
why would a man who is 
playing, say, in P hoenix 
want to come to a better 
team and be eighth man? It 
doesn’t make sense. 
"One important consider­ 
ation would keep one team 
from getting all the high- 
priced players: That is, no 
team could afford so great a 
payroll. Even if those play­ 
ers wanted to jump, and I 
don’t t hi nk they would. 
Money is not always the sole 
factor in a player’s consider­ 
ations.” 
Bradley added that fan in­ 
terest would p r o ba b l y in­ 
crease, not decrease. “ How 
long, for example, did it take 
fans in New York to get used 
to Earl Monroe?” 
Bradley said the owners 
will probably be changing in 
order to keep players. Teams 
will return to local owner­ 
ship as opposed to absentee 
o wnershi p by conglomer­ 
ates. 
“ Local ownership will try 
to humanize its relations be­ 
tween p l a y e r s and them­ 
selves, and players and the 
community,” said Bradley. 
“Right now. there is a wedge 
between players and owners. 
You see this because of the 
players’ necessity to hire 
outside agents, in the fu­ 
ture. o wne rs may take 
g r e a t e r interest in what 
players are doing on the out­ 
side. This will also help play­ 
ers develop deeper commu­ 
nity ties—and be a greater 
incentive for a player to 
want to stay in a town. 
“ Now. I think players are 
considered a thing apart. 
And everybody they come in 
contact with reinforces the 
player’s opinion that he is 
just a player.” 
In the future, too, Bradley 
sees the possibility of profit- 
sharing as an incentive to a 
player to r emai n with a, 
team. 
He questions another ar­ 
gument by owners for the 
merger, “they say a merger 
will create more fan inter­ 
est,” said Bradley. “ But will 
there be bigger crowds in 
Cleveland, say, to see Utah 
once, Miami once and New 
York once, instead of seeing 
New’ York three times?”

Dear Dr. Lamb — The in­ 
creasing number of older 
people suffering senility is 
pitiful. Is there nothing yet 
available to relieve the blood 
vessels to the brain or w h a t­ 
ever is the chief cause of 
this affliction? 
1 have an aunt, three c o u s­ 
ins, and a sister who c o m ­ 
pletely lost all mentality long 
before they died. Now. at 68, 
I fear the same. 
Dear Reader—It certainly 
is depressing. A certain n u m ­ 
ber of these problems a re 
caused by changes in th e 
arteries to the brain. Som e 
are the r e s u l t of little 
strokes. There is some e v i­ 
dence now that people who 
have high levels of blood 
pressure are more likely to 
h a v e this problem. O ther 
people develop senility b e ­ 
cause of basic changes in 
how the brain cells function. 
We still don’t know m uch 
about that yet—or at least 
not enough to prevent sen il­ 
ity or to treat it properly. 
There is also some e v i­ 
dence that drinking a p p re ­ 
ciable amounts of alcohol 
leads to earlier changes in 
the brain and senility. 
About the best that can be 
recommended at present to 
help prevent this problem is 
“ good clean living” which 
means moderation or a b stin ­ 
ence from alcohol, too m uch 
food, rich foods high in fats, 
cigarettes and getting proper 
exercise.

Immortal echo 


It seems to be a law of communications 
that the larger the audience that is tuned

But no president before or after Lincoln 
ever created or uttered such a jewel as his 
Gettysburg 
Address,

There are at least two legends about this 
famous address. The most familiar is the 
one which holds that Lincoln's words were 
poorly received and that he lett the 
battlefield with the conviction that he had 
failed.

that partisan day. But at least one Chicago 
paper 
stated 
prophetically 
that 
“The 
dedicatory remarks of President Lincoln 
will live among the annals of man. 
Edward Everett, the principal speaker, 
who preceded Lincoln with a two-hour 
oration, wrote him the next day: “ I should 
be glad it I could flatter myself that 1 
came as near to the central idea ol the

that Lincoln's speech was actually greeted 
tumultuously.

But it is as difficult to believe 
short speech — only 272 words 
taking about two and a half minutes to 
deliver - could be interrupted so many 
times than it is to believe that it was 
totally ignored and unappreciated. 
A theory suggested by Clifton Fadiman 
some years ago seems closer to what 
really happened. 
Picture Lincoln standing in the open air. 
speaking without benefit of a loudspeaker 
system to a probably restless crowd ol 
15,000 which had just finished listening to 
Edward Everett orate for two solid hours. 
It is likely that only a few heard what 
Lincoln said. The speech would have 
over before the crowd could have 
aware that it had begun 
This, thought Fadiman. may have 
the basis for the story that the speech was 
considered to be a failure. 
At any rate, no amount ol modern 
electronics gear could have transformed 
into greatness a speech that was not great 
to begin with.

Persons who know us pretty well 
know that we get very up tight when 
we try to accomplish something 
through government. Government, 
in all forms, is a spider web of 
bureaucratic offices with built-in 
redundancy that doesn't allow quick 
action on anything. 


We are painfully aware of this as 
chairman of the Lompoc Valley 
Drug Abuse Coordinating Council. 
Last summer, we 
undertook, 
along 
with Bob Thompson 
of the school dis­ 
trict, the task of 
applying 
for 
a 
federal 
grant 
to 
support 
the 
drug 
abuse programs in 
Lompoc 
It 
took 
nearly two months 
to fill out the forms 
and 
another 
six 
months before final 
approval of the re­ 
quest. 
Although the grant was approved 
in December, no money has yet been 
received to get the program going, a 
program which includes setting up 
two drop-in centers and financing 
other programs. 
Meanwhile, 
heroin 
addicts 
of 
Dawn House are receiving less and 
less 
medicines 
as 
they 
remain 
relatively 
clean. 
However, 
the 
Dawn House clients, and everybody 
else concerned with this successful 
facility, 
believes that to retain 
success, 
counseling 
is 
required. 
Because less and less medicines are 
being 
used, 
it 
was 
a 
simple 
suggestion that the money in the 
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grant 
for 
medicines 
be 
used, 
instead, 
for 
counseling. 
Not 
possible, 
bureaucracy 
answers, 
unless a grant is revised which will 
take about three months. 


It is no wonder we get frustrated. 


Now the Lompoc Valley Drug 
Abuse Coordinating Council must 
undertake a crash fund raising 
effort for about $1,000 to put a 
needed counselor on duty at Dawn 
House. 


As we have stated before, there is, 
unfortunately, no manual or guide 
available 
to 
assist 
community 
volunteers starting from scratch 
hoping to combat drug abuse. 


We have the feeling our Council 
has had enough experiences in just 
one year to author such a guide.

PIRGs. as they are called tor short, 
are already underway in Oregon and 
Minnesota. Composed of lawyers, 
scientists and citizen organizers, 
these two PIRGs were established 
last year after a majority of college 
students in those two states voted to 
raise their student fees by $3 per 
student a year. The money is used to 
hire 
full 
time 
researchers and 
advocates who represent student 
social concerns in the community 
and projects which enlist the energy 
and talents of students throughout 
the states. 
A representative student board 
directs these PIRGs as independent 
institutions; with no connection to 
any of the schools. Nor do these 
student research groups get into 
partisan politics. They focus on 
community 
and 
state 
problems 
which need citizens’ attention. 
The 
Minnesota 
student 
public 
interest 
research 
group, 
for 
example, is operating during its 
first year on a budget of about 
$200,000. There are four attorney's 
two scientists, and other young 
people 
working 
full 
time 
on 
environmental, consumer, property 
tax, 
housing, 
and 
m unicipal 
government problems. The group is 
developing problems for students to 
research 
and 
act 
upon, 
often 
together 
with 
older 
citizens, 
throughout 
M innesota 
It 
is 
becoming a caalyst for many lively 
students who have found a way to 
co m b in e 
th e ir 
stu d ie s 
and 
e x tra c u rric u la r 
interest 
with 
training in recognized community 
problems. 
As the PIRG idea catches on in 
other states, more students will 
discover that there doesn't have to 
be an artificial distinction between 
students as students and students as 
citizens. Indeed, there is a mutually 
enriching relationship beteen the 
two roles. For too many years, 
millions of college students have 
dissipated their energies on courses 
and subjects which bored them 
because of their remoteness from 
the realities of the times or their 
lack of pertinence to the great 
public 
needs 
which 
knowledge 
should recognize. Boredom or lack 
of motivation continues to plague 
campuses across the country in a 
massive epidemic of wasted talents 
What students are beginning to 
experience is that they get a more 
thorough education in their field of 
study 
if 
they 
can 
work 
on 
investigating and solving problems 
which challenge both their minds 
and their sense of values. 
This is the appeal of the PIRG 
idea. 
It 
provides 
a 
continuing 
opportunity for students to connect 
their growing knowledge to public 
problems 
and 
solutions 
in 
the 
society. Science end engineering 
students can 
work on pollution 
prevention projects which challenge 
their technical knowledge and their 
sense 
of 
what 
science 
and 
engineering should be doing for 
human 
betterm ent. 
Political 
science and economics students will 
be able to test textbook principles in 
the context of evervdav consumer or 
governmental problems and develop 
a deeper understanding of factual 
and 
theoretical 
research 
that 
relates to people. 
If there is one thing formal 
education should give all students, it 
is 
an 
opportunity 
to 
become 
proficient citizens. Citizenship can 
reflect many viewpoints by many 
people. But its common ground is 
time and energy spent by people to 
better their society with the skills 
and values they have. Compared 
with earlier generations, it takes an 
extraordinarily long time for young 
people in America to grow up todav 
Preparation for so-called adulthood 
is taking longer and longer and the 
impatience of many young people 
reflects this inordinate stretchout in 
training It is time for students to 
acquire the skills of citizenship at 
the same time they acquire the 
formal tools of learning 
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
